American Neutrality. 


President Wilson's policy of the strictest neutrality on the 


part of the United States during the war in Europe has met 
with the approval of the,great majority of the people, as was 
to have been expected, tor-it is easy to understand the pro- 
priety, and wisdom of UM(t-policy at such a time as this. The 
European quarrel is nonrof ours, and it is for this country, 
grieved at the sight of and injured;in some ways by the great 
struggle, to stand aside and occupy; the position of a pained, 
but impartial observer. 
' 


Oscar Straus, former secretary of commerce under Presi- 


dent Roosevelt, who has just returned from Europe, where .he 
did valuable work as the head of the committee for aiding 
stranded Americans in London, is emphatic in the opinion that 
our government is taking'exactly the right attitude at this try- 
ing time. 
He believes that the war will be of considerable 


duration. How long it may last he does not attempt to predict, 
but he is apparently convinced that it will be a fight to the 
finish, horrible as is the thought. 


Mr. Straus further believes that when the time comes for 


the cessation of hostilities and .arrangement of the terms of 
peace the United States will be in a position to aid all of the 
belligerents in straightening out the mighty tangle into which 
they have fallen, and that its offer to do this, already extended, 
and which will be repeated at the proper time, will be gladly 
accepted as the proffer of the friend of all and the enemy of 
none. 


Thus will strict neutrality prove of the greatest value not 


only to this country, but to1 the struggling and suffering na- 
tions of Europe. It is indeed fortunate for the world, that there 
is at this time one great and-powerful nation on the sideline, 
utterly free from entanglement in the awful clash from which 
theiOld World is suffering, and ready at the opportune hour 
to step forward with wise counsel and the'olive branch of 
peace. 


The people and press of the country are deserving of the 


greatest credit for their hearty co-operation with the president 
in the righteous position he has taken, and happily there is no 
reason to doubt that they will maintain this attitude to the end. 


A writer in a New York paper considers the automobile
